O. Lunn for the county, $30,070.03; 
for dog tax $150.80; costs $10.77; 
penalty $112.71; and extension fees, 
$5,531.05, a total of $41,800.95. 

Horan in addition paid to Super- 
visor Lloyd E. Murric for the town 
fund, $22,010.03; for the road and 
bridge fund, $13,541.42; and for the 
special gravel tax, $10,821.71. 

To Martha Hnntcr, village treas- 
urer, he paid, for road and bridge 
tax, $1,680.55; and for the general 
fund, $0,579.38. 

Helen Scott, library treasurer, 
received for the library fund, 
$6,016.06. 

-Mrs. Helen Nelson, serving as 
school treasurer, received the fol- 
lowing amounts: 

Dist. 117, $149,367.28; Dist. 34, 
$103,034.99; Dist. 27, $3,431.52; Dist.

Two per cent of the .total collec- 
tion was paid over to John L. Horan, 
collector 'as covered by Illinois 
Statute to the. amount of 2 per cent 
of the total collection $0,696.05. Ho 
does not keep this' amount, however. 

The expense account shows that 
regardless of the amount of 2 per 
cent collections, Horan received but 
$1,500 salary; The rest was spent 
as follows: ■ • ■> •■ 

Clerk hire, $549.75; ' auditing of 
four tax .books, $400; premium for 
collector's bond, $100; postage for 
mailing, $210.35; bank services, $72; 
janitor service; $10; iprinting and 
advertising, $107.86; tax statements 
prepared by county treasurer, spe- 
cial envelopes and mailing, $346.80; 
office supplies and telephone calls, 
$71.10; holp-up insurance, $3,50, a 
total cost of operation amounting to 
$3,372.16. 

This subtracted from the $0,696.05 
Horan received accounts for the 
$6,323.89 surplus that was turned 
over to the township.

There were four inches of snow 
during the month most of which 
fell on the 3rd and 19th. The total 
precipitation was .87 inch, which 
shows the month quite dry. 

It is said that the winter so far 
is 93 degrees (accumulative) colder 
than the avcroge, which makes the 
fuel dealers happy and lessens the 
amount of money available for 
Christmas gifts.

Supreme Court Upholds 
Zoning Board Reject 
Of Engle Zoning Plea 

The Illinois Supreme Court has 
upheld the Lake County Zoning 
Board of Appeals in its rejection of 
a request of the N. H. Engle and 
Sons lor rezoning of portions of the 
Lindenhurst area at Venetian Vil- 
lage. 

The real estate firm had sought 
permission to rczone a portion of 
the land of the former Lehmann es- 
tate along Grand Ave. for use as a 
shopping center, a rest home, and 
for light industry. 

The Engles sought a declaratory 
judgment overruling the zoning 
board, alleging that failure to do so 
would reduce the value of the land. 

Buildings that were formerly 
barns could be used for industry and 
the commodious residences for a 
rest home. 

The Zoning Board, upheld by the 
state in the matter, according ^As- 
sistant State's Atty. Walter Ulick, 
accepting the premise that the 
change was merely sought as a 
commercial advantage, would re- 
duce valuation of property for tax 
purposes, and would increase the 
trafic hazard at that point on Grand 
avenue.

Combination Mailing 
iOn Sixty-Day Trial 
By Postoffice Dept. 

A letter or message can now be 
mailed inside a package or publica- 
tion for the first time in United 
States postal history. Postmaster 
General Summerfield said today in 
announcing a new "Combination" 
mail service. 

\ Effective Monday, November 28, 
1955, all the mailer needs to do Is 
indicate the presence of the letter 
or message inside the package and 
pay the appropriate postage on it 
plus postage for the package itself. 

•■'The familiar phrase, 'we are 
sending under separate cover* can 
now join other nostalgic reminders 
of by-gone days," Mr. Summerfield 
stated. "The mailing of two classes 
of mail together has been permissi- 
ble for some time through the use 
of separate but attached envelopes 
and containers, and will continue to 
be available. 

"The new 'Combination' mail ser- 
vice, however, meets a genuine need 
not satisfactorily met by other 
make-shift arrangements and con- 
fusing technical procedures. It is 
one more improvement to add to the 
list of more than seventy procedural 
changes that the present postal man- 
agement has adopted for the con- 
venience of postal mailers and pa- 
trons, and for the betterment of the 
postal service." 

Under the new "Combination" 
mail service, letters or other single 
pieces of either First or Third-Class 
mail- may be placed inside Fourth 
Class parcels or inside copies of 
publications mailed under Second- 
Class mail entry. Letters or other 
single pieces of First-Class mail 
may also be placed inside Third- 
Class packages. ' \ 
:The postage for each letter, and 
for -each single enclosure at the ap- 
: pj?opriate First or single -piece 
Third-Class rate>must be affixed to 
the outside of the parcel. 

A statement redding "First-Class 
Mail Enclosed" or Third'-Class Mail 
Enclosed" must be -placed on each 
parcel below the postage and above 
the address. This endorsement may 
be hand-s tamped,: handwritten, 
typewritten, printed, or put on by

This is good news for the millions of people 
who relish pork in one or another of its forms. And 
it is good news for on additional reason — sound and 
healthful diet.

Now, however, it 
has been scientifically cstabiishd that the opposite 
is true — that pork is of major value to the mother-to- 
be and the new mother. 

The reason is found in the requirements of nature. 
Pregnant and nursing women require larger than 
usual amounts of certain vital nutrients. During 
and after pregnancy the body stores up increased 
quantities of protein, iron, lactose and minerals. Pork 
meat is an excellent source of many of a woman's 
special requirements. Its high thiamine content is 
especially important — few other foods contain as 
much. So are the fatty acids found in the fat of 
pork. 

This is simply one example of how pork, low in 
cost now, performs vital service to the body even as 
it pleases the taste buds.

Danger! 

If public ownership were the answer to any 
area's electric power problem, Nebraska should be 
in a splendid position. For it is the all-public-power 
state. 

However, the realization seems far away from the 
ideal. The Omaha World Herald, in an editorial 
entitled "Disaster Approaching," says, "The out-state 
Nebraska public power districts urgently need more 
electricity to meet the growing demand" — and if they 
don't get it pronto, brown-outs and black-outs are in- 
evitable. 

A short time ago Nebraska's Governor Anderson 
told a meeting of spokesmen for these districts: 
"You've been working on this problem two years. 



Something should have been done to start a power 
generating plant a year ago, two years ago. We must 
have a solution!" But no solution has as yet ap- 
peared, 

The World-Herald describes, the situation thus- 
ly: "The public districts have become so enmeshed 
In controversy among themselves, in rivalry and 
jealousy, that they cannot agree on which one of them 
shall build the needed generating capacity. As a con- 
sequence, nobody builds it — and the economy of most 
of the state is in danger." 

The lessons of history still obtain. Socialism 
— on whatever level of government — usually pro- 
duces stagnation and discord. And the people pay 
and suffer.

Illinois, West Virginia 
Have Most' Regressive 
Tax in United States 



"Homemakers of Tomorrow Day" 
will be observed here next Tuesday. 

A startling total of 256,534 ca- 
reer-minded graduating girls in 
10,222 of the nation's high schools 
simultaneously that day will, test 
their aptitude for the career that 
awaits eight of 10 of them — home- 
making. 

Included will be the senior Rirls 
of Antioch Township High school 
who have been enrolled in the 
search for the American Home- 
maker of Tomorrow. 

General Mills, sponsor of this 
$100,000 scholarship program de- 
signed to assist the schools in 
homemaking education, announced 
this huge participation of nearly 
half of the nation's high schools to- 
day. Last year, 187,463 girls in 
8,040 schools were enrolled. 

A total of 466 schools and 14,389 
girls in this state will take the 50- 
minute written homemaking exam- 
ination which will be the basis for 
selecting the school and state 
Homemakers of Tomorrow. The 
examination paper of the girl re- 
ceiving the highest test score in 
each school will be entered in state 
competition with each state Home- 
maker of Tomorrow receiving a 
$1,500 scholarship and each state 
runner-up a $500 scholarship. 

The 48 state winners and the rep- 
resentative from the District of 
Columbia, with their advisors, will 
tour Washington, colonial Williams- 
burg, Va., and Philadelphia April 
8-12 when interviews will combine 
with the test score in determining 
the Ail-American Homemaker of 
Tomorrow who will be selected 
April 12. Her scholarship will be 
increased to $5,000. 

Each girl who takes the test will 
receive a homemaking guide. Each 
school winner will receive a golden 
Homemaker of Tomorrow pin de- 
signed by Trifari and her school will 
receive a cook book. The school of 
each state winner will receice a 
set of the Encyclopedia Britannica.

Urbana-Champaign, 111. — Illinois 
and West Virginia have the most 
regressive tax systems in the United 
States, a University of Illinois 
economist said today. 

For the benefit of those who may 
not know what makes a tax regres- 
sive. Frof. A. Stuart Hall explains 
that such a tax, when expressed as 
a percentage of personal income, 
bears more heavily on persons with 
low income than on those at higher 
income levels. 

Illinois collects 88.8 per cent 
(West Virginia, 89 per cent) of its 
revenue from its general sales tax, 
taxes on tobacco and alcoholic bev- 
erages, motor fuels, motor vehicle 
registration and operators' licenses, 
and on gross receipts of public util- 
ities. New York collects only .a 
third of its revenue from these 
taxes, and Wisconsin only 38 per 
cent. 

Prof. Hall points out that the 
"temporary" increase in the Illinois 
sales tax rate which became effec- 
tive this year has intensified the 
regressiveness since it continues to 
exempt savings, outlays for educa- 
tional, recreational, and medical 
services which usually bulk larger 
in the budgets of the well-to-do.
